New conditions for weaving and finishing for deliveries mde after 1 August 1946 
have not yet been established. 


The Nemetkézi Textilipar és Textilkereskedelmi Incorporated has been established 
to fulfill the contract with the Soviet Union. The directorate of the company 
is comprised of members of the Hungarian textile industry and representatives 

of the Ministries of Industry, Finatios, and Foreign Trades The Soviet Union 

is represented in these transactions by the Society Exportlen of Moscow. 


In 19). there were 342,750 spindles available for spinning cottons as a result 
of war damage and exports of machinery to Russia, this mumber dropped to 
205,800. As of 3 October 1916, there were 231,000 spindles reported to be 

in Hungary. 
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
